The Secret Operations Section of Si^proie Headquarters of the Bjrslorussian 
Liberation Xovenent has received the foUoviiig infomatioa# dated August 1st#

antl^>ol8hevik onlergrouiid movement. 

1. The Partiaan l^ovement 

The Byelorussian partisans ceased open resistance to the Soviet goverment 
in about the spring of 19U8. The reasons were as follows: 

First# the Soviet authorities at that time intensified their attack against 
the partisans# even enlisting the services of the regular in the mopping 
up operations in the forests and killing anyone who was found. 

Second# the population living in the 50 km* strip along the Soviet-Polish 
border was deported, as well as those members of the population that bad axqr 
contact with Qyelcrussiaa partisans. The area that was cleared of population 
is DOW occupied either by the KVD border guard troops or by parts of the 
regular aray. 

Third, people were discouraged in their struggle against such a strong 
eneay by the hopeless ixEtematlonal situation, with the Americans "flirting" 
with the Bolsheviks. 

The remaining partisans were therefore coeqwUcd to dioeontinue overt 
Activity and to go underground to await a favorable developaent in the 
international arena. 

ThSm is no infomatlon on our partisan leadorship that has been 
dispatched to Byelorussia (^ens)VVitushko,^Bagdanovlch, and Majy^Bodxko). 
Vitushko lias a{^>eaLred In the city twice — the first time at the end of 19U6, 
and the second tins at the beginning of 19U7. 

Prof. 0. A., whom Oen. Titusbko visited at that time, was not able to 
fui*nlsh ax^ Information about his whereabouts, and it la not certain that 
Titushko la still living* 

2. The Underground Movement 

When he returned from reconuissanct In the enemy's rear, Capt« Vasily S. 
reported the following on the underground movaBentt .d 
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"The BTelorussiaa pArtiaant vho vent tmdergrousd fullj legalised 
tbeir existence and thaj are contlmting their actiritles vfaile voxicing 
in varlona positions in the goremeent and in indostr/* Max^ of thee 
are In the anor or In the State Security troops. For instance, the 
fomer consander of a partisan hattaiion, Capt* la*, now serves at 
Corpo beadquarteors) a captain in the hyelorusaian Border Guard is nov 
vorfclng for the goveraRent as director of sene institution; Lt. K« is 
serving vlth the anqy Corps (iX)K in the city P*)« 

"OfflciaXe in the state security agencies, iiliich are headed by 
Gen. R., vho la the Minister of State ^ecuriiy (a QFeloruseian 
nationalist), have been very helpfbl to the partisans in their 

efforts to becone legalised. G^« R's uncle, ok uho lives with 

Gen. E., is very aytqpathetic to the underground novfaent and he per- 
sonally, vlth the help of Gen. saved the afoxeaentioned officers 
and gave them the opportimity to acquire legal existence and 
responsible positions.* 

Our intelligence grotq> leader, Ciqit. Vasily S., sar Capt. Ta., a 
staff officer of the State Security Service, in July and found out that 
Capt. Ta, directs the underground organisation Vgmost Eodine^ vhoee personnel 
vas recruited exclusively ^om among Byeloruseiara — former partisans end 
servicement firen the Byelorussian armed forcSe. This organisation nov numbers 
a f ev hundred peopl e (ve have the exact figure and can give it trv yen on 
request). Ve also knw the address and place of anplojnaent of tae organisa- 
tion's director; this Infonaatlon Is in the records of the Secret Operations 
Section* 

A second, lees poverful group, is beaded by a captain of the Byelo- 
russian Border Guard, Gen. p. It is mainly eexaposed of the population that 
was deported from Byelorussia in IpUh to 19h^. Vie have the leader’s address 
in our records and can furnish It if necessary. 

Tasks of the underground ?»^^naent . The largest underground organisation 
Innwim tft which Is led by Capt. Ta., I ft^a nilit^ 

insurgent which sees at its aim the organising of aimed struggle 

agali^ the bolsheviks in ease of war between the USSR and the Vast* Vlth 
the onset of war, this organisation is supposed to go to Byelorusela and to 
undertake partisan warfare against the bolsheviks. 

The second grovq), composed of the local population, has the character 
of a party-mass organisation. Its aim is the organisation of party cells 
and of eelf-govermenb apparatus in places liberated from the bolsheviks. 

The needs of the underground movement . The underground movement suffers 
an scute need of the mease of secret coraBunication and of financial support . 

Wireless sets and invisible ink are needed for secret communication, ao 
that infoxuation can pass regularly between headquarters and the individual 
agent groups working on the other side.

Reserree for the undergrocnd aeatent . There ere aore than b00|000 
hpeXonieolana living in Poland^ the ovemdielBiiig najoritp of vfaon are 
fiercelx patriotic and aati-bolahevlk and idio regard their atap in Poland 
as temporary eelgration. Theae people were not focrciblj d^>orted> but lied 
froB the bdaheTika, thinking that at the end of the war Poland would boeoie 
an indepettlent nation, detoallx P^end waa converted into a repoblio of the 
IISSR^ b^ nonetheleaa there waa the ppportvnity to hide under the cover of 
"poUah eitiBeaah ^*9 which le idiat theae hpelorttaalane were until 1939* 

The beat areae for ancb Byaloraaslana to settle turned out to be the 
territory fornerly held by the Qemana. The Bjeloroeaiana live in the 
Beleatok, Belaya Podlyadd^ Avguatov^ and Buvalk areas, since this territory 
was cut off Aren Ryelontaala, but tho population waa not auhdoeted to ro- 
aettlenent or repatriation. 

3« Liaison between Breloraaaia and Poland 

We have aevoral strong points in fi^jreloniasia, where people when we know 
to be patriota and onti-bolahavlka are living. There baa been no contact 
other than written betwe«i thea aineo thoepring of 19U8. 
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
